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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

- Specie I directed toward the invention disclosed in Figures 1, 2, 3, 4 and 8; 

- Specie II directed toward the invention disclosed in Figures 1, 3, 7 and 8; 

- Specie III directed toward the invention disclosed in Figures 5 and 6. 
The species are independent or distinct because the Specie I discloses an 

embodiment specified "portable vaporizer" and the Specie II discloses a "cigarette- 
holder embodiment," and the Specie III discloses a "slider-bowl replacement 
embodiment." 

Specie I and Specie II are distinct in that Specie I does not require one or more 
air inlet holes through the surface of the inner vessel, where the air inlet holes are 
located near the distal end of the inner vessel, as that of Specie II. This is due to the 
fact that the distal portion of the inner vessel of Specie I, which has opposing sides 
crimped towards one another making the opening at the distal end of the inner vessel 
substantially figure 8 shaped, allows air to enter into the inner vessel, into the 
vaporization chamber, without the aid of air inlet holes as disclosed in the specification 
by the applicant. Furthermore, the crimped end of Specie I would not allow insertion of 
cigarette into the vaporization chamber as disclosed in the specification thus 
necessitating the features of Specie II. 
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Specie I and Specie III are distinct in that Specie I is not designed for insertion 
into the slider-bowl receiving tube as that of Specie III, as indicated by presence of the 
mouthpiece shown in figures directed toward the Specie I. Furthermore, Specie III does 
not possess a fastener, in the form of a grommet, as that of Specie I. 

Specie II and Specie III are distinct for the same reasons as described above for 
Specie I and Specie III. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-9 are generic for Species A and B only. 

The claims apparently drawn to 

- Specie I are claims 1-15, 

- Specie II are claims 1-9 and 16-21, and 

- Specie III are claims 22-42. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
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the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

2. A telephone call was made to Marc Hankin on December 7, 2006 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C.103 (a) of the other invention.
